Claims Nos . : 1 (in part) 



The present claim 1 includes a component (c) which is defined only as a 
desideratum, namely "a builder, the builder being in an amount 
sufficient to provide stability or to improve the stability of a foam 
formed from the composition". However, the description does not provide 
support and disclosure in the sense of Article 6 and 5 PCT for any such 
compound having the said property or effect, other than the polymers 
indicated in claims 8 and 9 and the description on pages 7 to 9. On the 
other hand, it is noticed that the term "builder" is a commonly known 
term in the field of detergent compositions, however its generally 
recognised meaning of a substance added to soaps or detergents to 
increase their cleansing action is different from the meaning of the 
term according to the present application. Consequently the skilled 
person would not have knowledge beforehand, except for ten compounds 
listed in claims 8 and 9, as to whcih compounds would fall within the 
scope claimed. Undue experimentation would be required to randomly 
screen compounds for the effect on the foam. 

This non-compliance with the substantive provisions is to such an 
extent, that the search was performed taking into consideration the 
non-compliance in determining the extent of the search of the claim (PCT 
Guidelines 9.19 and 9.20). 



The search of claim 1 was consequently restricted to the specifically 
disclosed compounds having the desired property or effect, see claims 8 
and 9 and the description on pages 7 to 9. 



The applicant's attention 1s drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
